(e) " Marriage Officer" means the Marriage Officer appointed under Sub- section ( 1)

( 5 ) “ Section " means a section of the Aot , 

(h ) " State " means the State of Manipur. 
3. (i) Every marriage officer shall cause his nome, designation and the regular 
working hour of his office to be written in English and in the language or languages of 
the state and displayed in a conspicious part of the building in which his office is 
situated . A copy of such potice shall also be published by aftiring it to a conspi . 
cious part of the Office of the District Magistrate and District Judge of the State. 

( 2) All registrations at the office shall be made between the hours of 1 ) A. M. 
and 5 P. M. or such hours as the Chief Commissioner mey from time to timemfix .

Officer shall be exhibited in a caspicious place in his office for thirty days before 
the registration of the marriage.

(6 ) The enquiry relating to the objecti in inclu ling the produotion of documents 
and examination of witnesses shall be complsted and the decision of the Marriage 
Officer arrived at within the perivd of thirty days specified in section 8. If, within 
the prescribed period , the documents are not produced and the witnesses do not 
appear before the Marriage Officer , the Marriage Officer shall take decision without 
waiting for the produotion of such documents or the appearance of such witnesses . 

(7) It the Marriage Officer is satisfied that the objection is baseless, he shall 
rogister the marriage, otherwise the registration shall be refused and the reasons for 
such refusal shall be entered in the Register of refusal, whioh shall be maiatained 
by him in Form IV . The order shall be communicated to the parties concorned 
including the objector. 

( 7 ) (1 ). The place other than a Marriage Officer s Offios, where a marriage is to 
be registered , shall be determined by the parties themselves, who shall spooity such 
place in writing at the time when the notice of the intender marriage is given to 
the Marriage Officer .

The Director of Heath Services, Oringa has issued the following Press Note: 

The Snan , the Car and the Return ( ar Festivals of Sri Jagudnath at Puri como 
off this year on the 23rd Jule , 9th July and the 17th July , 1956 respectively . During 
the festival period , a large number of pilgrims is expected to gather at Puri from 
all over India as in the previous your B. 

in the previous yonis. As sporadic cases of ("holera are 1eported 
from the district itself and from different party of the State , it is apprehended that 
Cholera and other bowel diseases may break out in an epidemic forin during and after 
the Yestival period due to large congregation of pilgrims at Puri and may spread to 
different parts of this State as well as to other States if suitable precautionary measures 
are not adopted sufficiently beforehand . In order to protect the people froin these 
diseases, adequate Sanitary and Public Health arrangements are being mads at Puri 
and different road ride places leading to Puri . Anti- cho ers inoculation has been made 
compulsory in the district of Puri including puri town and arrangement has been made 
to inoculate intending pilgrims at different hus stundr , road - side villages and Hailway 
Stations leading to Puri, free of charge. Hence to make this arrangement a succesu , 
co -operation from public and ihe pilgrims in general is cordially invited in their own 
interest and in the interest of the safety and welfare of the Indiau Union and the 
State . 

The intending pilgrims are therefore strongly advised to (i) get themselves inocu 
lated and to pogreS8 De cessary certificate to that effect which will be issiled by the 
idoculating officer, free of charge , as otherwise they will not be allowed to enter iuto 
the festival areas. Tbe owners of Dharmasalas and Lodging Houses etc. have been 
ipstruoted vot to admit per sons who cannot produco evidence of their having been

I be Director of Heath Services , Orissa has issued the following Press Note : -- 

The Suun , the car and the Return ,Car Festivals of Sri Jagannath at Puri come 
off the year on the 23rd Juze, 9th July and the 17th July , 1956 rospectively . During 
the festival period , a large number of pilgrims is expected to gather at Puri from 
all over India us in the prerious yeais . As sporadic CABOS of ( bolera are reported 
from the district itself and from different parts of the State, it is apprehended that 
Cholera and other bowel diseases may break out in an epidemic form during and after 
the festival period due to large congregation of pilgrims at Puri and may spread to 
different parts of this state as well as to other States if suitable precautionary measures 
are not adopted suffioiently beforehand. In order to protect the people froin these 
diseases , adequate Sunitary and Public Health arrangements are being made at Puri 
and different rond ride places loading to Puri . Anti-cholera inoculation has been made 
compulsory in the district of Puri inoluding puri town and arrangement has been mide 
to inoculate intending pilgrims at different bus stunds , rond - eide villagos and Railway 
Statious leading to Puri,. free of charge.. Hepco to make this arrangement a success , 
00 -operation from public and the pilgrimsm general is cordially invited in their own 
interest and in the interest of the safety and welfare of the Indian Union and the 
State . 

The intending pilgrims are therefore strongly advised to (i) get themselves inoou 
lated and to poskes8 D + Ceasary certifioute to that effect which will be issued by the 
ino , ulating officer, free of charge , as otherwire they will not be allowed to enter iuto 
the festival areas . The owners of Dharmasalas and Lodging Houses eto . have been 
instructed not to admit persons who cannut produco evidence of their having been 
inoculated against Cholera on a date not prior to 15.2.1956 .

Car Festivals of Sri Jaganath of Puri drawing equal near. 

Pilgrims advised to get themselves inoculated . 
I be Director of Heath Services, Orinda has issued the following Press Note: 

The Span , the Car and the Return ( ar Festivals of Sri Jagannath at Puri come 
off this year on the 23, d June, 9th July and the 17th July , 1956 respectively . During 
the festival period , a large number of pilgrims is espected to gather at Puri from 
all over India as in the previous years. As sporadic cases of ( bolera are reported 
from the district itself and from different parts of the State , it is apprehended that 
Cholera and other bowel diseases may break out in an epidemic forın during and after 
the festival period due to large congregation of pilgrims at Puri and may sproud to 
different parts of this Stute as well as to other States if suitable precautionary measures 
are not adopted suffiojently beforehand . In order to protect th people froin these 
diseases, adequate Sanitary and Public Health arrangements are being made at Puri 
und different road sido places leading to Puri. Anii -cho era inoculation has been made 
compulsory in the district of Puri including puri town and arrangement has been made 
to inoculate intending pilgrims at different bus stands, road -side villages and Railway 
Stations leading to Puri , free of charge. Hence to make this arrangement a success , 
Co -operation from public and he pilgrims in general is cordially invited in their own 
interest and in the interest of the safety and welfare of the Indian Union and the 
State . 

The intending pilgrims are therefore strongly advised to (i) get themselves inocu . 
lated and to posse =8 Decessary certificate to that effeot which will be issued by the 
ipoculating officer, free of charge , as otherwise they will not be allowed to enter into 
the festival areas. Tbe owners of Dharmasillas and Lodging Houses oto . have been 
instructed not to admit persons who cannut produce evidenee of their having been 
inoculated against Cholera on a date not prior to 15.2.1956 . 

( ii ) Not to take stale or unwholesome and fly.contaminated food stuffs . 
(iii ) To use piped water which is specially supplied for drinking purposes. 
( iv ) Not to make the festival area dirty epdaugering the safety of the public . 
( v) To follow the instructions us way be given by the health staff with regard 

to other special sanitary measures at different balting places for pilgrims. 
1 ba inter ding pilgrims are warned that they will have to run great personal risk or 
undergo is convenience if they attend the festival without being properly protected 
and without obtaining necessary inoculation certificate. 
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
